While an Australian Butcher Performed a 
Wonderful Feat. 


A courte of years ago s firm of London builders 
sued a lady of title for a large sum for repairs to her 
house in Grosvenor Street. Immense amusement was 
caused in court by some of the evidence given. Seven 
men, it was said, spent seven weeks fixing three 
doors, and over five drawing-room windows 470 hours 
were taken by the workmen. A sink was responsible 
for another 141 hours. 

It is true enough that there are plenty of “go 
easy’? workmen to be found, but it would be ex- 
tremely unfair to judge the British workman at largd 
by any such standard. 

It is to an American, Mr. J. C. Stewart, that the 
credit belongs of showing what the British workman 
ig capable of under the best conditions. 

The bricklayers employed by the London County 
Council have n accustomed to lay an average of 
about 450 bricks in a nine-hour day. When Mr. 
Stewart undertook the building of the new structure 
of the British Westinghouse Electric Company at 
Trafford Park, there was a startling jump in the rate 
of progression. The men each laid on an : 

average 1,800 bricks a day. 

A little later the average rose i. On the 
Mersey Tunnel Power Station at Birkenhead the 
average per man was 1,976 bricks for a nine-hour day. 

The latest miracle has been performed in building 
the Neasden Power House. The record here was made 
on April 2nd last, when the men averaged 2,278 
bricks in the day. Twenty-two men built the great 
chimney, which is 200 feet high and 15 feet inside 
diameter, in the record space of fifty days. 

The absolute record for bricklaying is held by an 
American named Frank Stochwahs, who in Chicago 
laid 162 bricks in two minutes and a half, using a 
trowel and putting in cross joints. It should, of 
course, be borne in mind that this was purely a piece 
- asnibitaen work, and all was made ready before- 

nd. 

An extraordinary building feat of quite another 
character stands to the credit of Peter Vankirk, a 
master carpenter at Paterson, New Jersey. Talking 
to a wealthy brewer of the same town, Vankirk hap- 
pened to mention that he expected to be in hig new 
carpenter’s see by the end of the week. The other

Is it some trophy of competence 
won by the tradesman who so proudly exhibits it? 
Some presentation to a successful football team, or 
mark of honour to a respected townsmanP Usually 
one or the other. 

Again, it may have no significance whatever—it is 
there merely to arrest the eye of the passing one— 
the keeper wants hg to inspect his window-stock.
